NOT HARMFUL 

In answer to the question of “How 
harmful is cigaret tobacco ash; for 
example, when it is accidentally 
spilled on food and the food accident- 
ally eaten?” a recent igsue of the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation says: 

“The ash of cigaret tobacco itself 
may contain traces of lead or arsenic, 
as well as carbon and mineral con- 
stituents, but in itself is not harmfu! 
‘when ingested in small amounts. 
However, the incomplétely burned 
cigaret tobacco behind the burning 
point may contain rather high con- 
centrations of tobacco alkaloids, and 
»80 care should be taken to avoid con- 
tamination of food with material 
from the stump, behind the ash.”

Nurses Urgently 
Needed in Province 


More nurses are urgently needed in 
Alberta; three types of training are 
offered: the three-year certificate 
course which is offered at any gen- 
eral hospital; a four-year course of- 
fered by the provincial mental hos- 
pital at Ponok&, two years to be 
spent at the mental hospital and two 
years at a general hospital, and a 
five-year course offered by the Uni- 
versity of Alberta at Edmonton, lead-- 
ing to the B.Sc: degree in nursing. 
This course consists of one year’s 
academic work, three years of hosp!- 
tal training and then a final year of 
academic work, 

The qualifications for entering any 
of the nursing schools in Alberta are 
as follows; All student nurses must 
have the high school diploma with 
100 credits, including Chemistry 2 
and Physics 2 or Biology; senior 
matriculation is required at the Un- 
versity of.Alberta hospital end is 
nurses 
planning on taking further university 
work. The minimum age on entrance 
is 18 or 19 years. Candidates must be 
in good health. There are no re- 
ligious qualifications in Alberta. 

Schools of nursing in the province 
are located at:—- the Calgary General 
hospital, Edmonton General hospital, 


Galt hospital, Lethbridge; Holy Cross . 


hospital, Calgary; Lamont Public 
hospital; Medicine Hat Genera! hos- 
pital; Misericordia hospital, Edmon- 
ton; - Provincial Mental hospital, 
Ponoka; Royal Alexandra hospital, 
Edmonton; University hospite’. Eca- 
monton, and the Vegreville General 
hospital. Information regarding any 
of these schools may be obtained by 
writing to the superintendent of 
nurses. ; 

An entrance fee at a maximum of 
$30 is charged in ost schools of 
nursing to cover the cost of text 
books and uniform. Board‘and room 
is supplied by- the ‘hospital’ Médical 
care is usually provided during train- 
ing. After the student nurse complet- 
es the preliminary period of from 
three to six months, an allowance of 
$5 to $15 monthly is paid by te 
general hospitals, and $35 to $45 by 
the mental hospital.
